sonry, a perfect cube of white marble 
inscribed on one exposed side*

Beard, T. L. Rippey."

Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 24.-D espite the 
peace of the day, the feeling of anx­ 
iety felt and expressed by many citi­ 
zens appears at this hour—10:30 p. rn. 
—to have been realized. 
Although 
only meager reports have been receiv­ 
ed, it is confirmed that three county 
policeman, riding along their beat in 
South Atlanta, near Clark University, 
a well-known negro college, were am­ 
bushed from an alley with the result 
that Policeman Heard and another offi­ 
cer—name not known—were killed and 
the third officer was shot fatally and is 
dying at the Grady Hospital. 
Still another officer is reported mis­ 
sing. 
The policemen, who are mounted, 
with a squad of militiamen, are pur­ 
suing the negroes into the woods. The 
casualties on the other side are not 
known. 
At Howell’s Station, 
three miles 
west of the center of the city, the rail­ 
road operator has been killed, and an­ 
other man in the same office either has 
"been killed or wounded by negroes. 
, The city marshal of Edgewood was 
shot but not seriously hurt while try­

rrest a negro late this evening.

NOMINATIONS MADE IN 
11 DELEGATE DISTRICTS 


Atlanta. Ga., Sept. 25, I a. rn.— Fol­ 
lowing the killing of Policeman Heard 
in South Atlanta tonight, the force 
which accompanied him and were not 
disabled in the fight pursued the ne­ 
groes. They captured ten of the at­ 
tacking party. 
Four escaped. 
Six 
were put aboard a street car under 
guard of the police and deputies, and 
started for the county jail in the cen­ 
ter of town. 
As the car approached 
491 Crews street a waiting mob stop­ 
ped the car. Two of the prisoners, 
Sam McRaunder and Whey Brooks, 
made a bold dash for liberty. The mob 
caught them in the front yard of the 
home occupied, at the above number, 
by Mrs. R. C. Thompson, a highly re­ 
spected white woman. The negroes 
were cut and beaten and left for dead. 
Mrs. Thompson, watching the exciting 
scene from the porch of her home, 
dropped dead from what is supposed 
to have been heart disease. 
The police force succeeded in bring­ 
ing the other four negroes to town and 
they are now locked up in the county 
jail. 
Later it was discovered that M> 
Raunder and Brooks are alive. They 
were brought to the city and are re­ 
ported dying.

CORNERSTONE LAID WITH 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY 


At the appointed hour of eleven, 


Tuesday, was begun by the Masons the 
ceremony of laying the cornerstone 
of the new'Methodist church at corner 
of 14th street and Townsend Ave. 


Costing 11,000, this is the first pre- 


tentious church edifice to be erected in 
Ada.Masons from neighboring towns were 
invited to participate.

Hon. 
Henry M. Furman officiated in 


the ceremonies. Pastor Rippey read a 
brief sketch of the progress of the 
church from its establishment in 1895, 
through its earlier struggles and later 
achievements, up to its present, flour- 
ishing status with a membership of 360. 


After an invocation by Grand Chap- 


lain J. M. Martin, Judge Furman pref- 
aced the formal ceremony with some 
words of explanation pertaining to the 
ancient custom af Masonic laying of 
corner stones, which obtains only in 
case of buildings erected for religious, 
charitable or educational purposes. 


Then the grand treasurer was ordered 


to deposit the archive box in its niche. 


The box contained a history of the 


church, several of the church newspa- 
pers, copies of the secular papers of 
Ada, 
some small coins, a copy of the 


new church discipline, a rose and an 
assortment of cards and memoranda. 
The cornerstone of the old church will 
he transplanted to the new and will 
refct near the stone placed today. 


fudge Furman then in an impressive 


nwnner poured upon the stone the 
"corn of nourishment," the "wine of 
refreshment," and the "oil of joy." 
Next, after the Masons had given the 
public grand honors of Masonry, in- 
stead of the customary ode all joined 
in singing "Nearer My God to Thee." 
This was followed by an appropriate 
prayer by Rev. C. M. Coppedge, Presid- 
ing Elder. 


Then followed a beautiful address by 


Judge Furman. "The laying of corner 
stones is mankind's oldest custom," 
said he. 
Allusions thereto were quot- 


ed from the prophets and the audience 
were clearly informed why it consti- 
tutes the principal ceremony of Free 
Masonry.

eloquent words the 


speaker elaborated the beautiful sym- 
bolism of the ceremony, to the great 
enlightenment of his hearers.

Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 24.-Despite the

ed, it is confirmed that three county 
policeman, riding along "their beat in 
South Atlanta, near Clark University, 
a well-known negro college, were am- 
bushed from an alley with the result 
that Policeman Heard and another offi- 
cer—name not known—were killed and 
the third officer was shot fatally and is 
dying at the Grady Hospital. 


Still another officer is reported mis- 


aing. 


The policemen, who are mounted, 


with a squad of militiamen, are pur- 
suing the negroes into the woods. The 
casualties on the other side are not 
known. 


At Howell's Station, three miles 


west of the center of the city, the rail- 
road operator has been killed, and an- 
other man in the same office either has 
"been killed or wounded by negroes.

in South Atlanta tonight, the force 
which accompanied him and were not 
disabled in the fight pursued the ne- 
groes. They captured ten of the at- 
tacking party. 
Four escaped. 
Six 


were put aboard a street car under 
guard of the police and deputies, ai.d 
started for the county jail in the cen- 
ter of town. As the car approached 
491 Crews street a waiting mob stop- 
ped the car. Two of the prisoners, 
Sam McRaunder and Whey Brooks, 
made a bold dash for liberty. The mob 
caught them in the front yard of the 
home occupied, at the above number, 
by Mrs. R. C. Thompson, a highly re- 
spected white woman. The negroes 
were cut and beaten and left for dead. 
Mrs. Thompson, watching the exciting 
scene from the porch of her home, 
dropped dead from what is supposed 
to have been heart disease. 


The police force succeeded in bring- 


ing the other four negroes to town and 
they are now locked up in the county 
jail. 


Later it was discovered that M 


Raunder and Brooks are alive. They 
were brought to the city and are re- 
ported dying.

The bandit was satisfied, bent hla 
head, received the mortal blow, and 
his head rolled down; but to the great 
surprise of the judge and tho specta- 
tors, the body got up, walked alone, 
passed the first, second, third and 
fourth of the condemned men, and felt 
down. The occurrence was told to 
the emperor, who, according to prouy 
• ne, pardoned the four criminals.

Pastor Rippey read a 
wief sketch of the progress of the 
church from its establishment in 1895, 
through its earlier struggles and later 
achievements, up to its present, flour- 
ishing status with a membership of 350. 


After an invocation by Grand Chap- 


lain J. M. Martin, Judge Furman pref- 
aced the formal ceremony with some 
words of explanation pertaining to the 
ancient custom af Masonic laying of 
corner stones, which obtains only in 
case of buildings erected for religious, 
charitable or educational purposes.

OFFICERS AMBUSHED AND 


IKILLED BY NEGROES 


NOMINATES MADE IN 


11 DELEGATE DISTRICTS 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 24.-Despite the 


peace of the day, the feeling of anx- 
iety felt and expressed by many citi- 
zens appears at this hour—10:30 p. m. 
—to Tiave been realized. 
Although 


only meager reports have been receiv- 
ed, it is confirmed that three county 
policeman, riding along "their beat in 
South Atlanta, near Clark University, 
a well-known negro college, were am* 
boshed from an alley with the result 
that Policeman Heard and another offi- 
cer—name not known—were killed and 
the third officer was shot fatally and is 
dying at the Grady Hospital. 


Still another officer is reported mia- 


•ing. 


The policemen, who are mounted, 


with a squad of militiamen, are pur- 
suing the negroes into the woods. The 
casualties on the other side are not 
known. 


At HoweH's Station, 
three miles 


west of the center of the city, the rail- 
road operator has been killed, and an- 
other man in the same office either has 
"been killed or wounded by negroes. 
, The city marshal of Edgewood was 
shot but not seriously hurt while try- 
ing t arrest a negro late this evening. 
Other similar rumors are heard, but 
lack confirmation. 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 25, 1 a. m. —Fol- 


lowing the killing of Policeman Heard 
in South Atlanta tonight, the force 
which accompanied him and were not 
disabled in the fight pursued the ne- 
groes. They captured ten of the at- 
tacking party. 
Four escaped. 
Six 


were put aboard a street car under 
guard of the police and deputies, ai.d 
started for the county jail m the cen- 
ter of town. As the car approached 
491 Crews street a waiting mob stop- 
ped the car. Two of the prisoners, 
Sam McRaunder and Whey Brooks, 
made a bold dash for liberty. The mob 
caught them in the front yard of the 
home occupied, at the above number, 
by Mrs. R. C. Thompson, a highly re- 
spected white woman. The negroes 
were cut and beaten and left for dead. 
Mrs. Thompson, watching the exciting 
scene from the porch of her home, 
dropped dead from what is supposed 
to have been heart disease. 


The police force succeeded in bring- 


ing the other four negroes to town and 
they are now locked up in the county 
jail. 


Later it was discovered that M> 


Raunder and Brooks are alive. They 
were brought to the city and are re- 
ported dying.

tered a rude shock by defeating them 
is a double-header the other day. 


Both the Giants and the 
Orioles 


were stopped within two games of 
equaling the record set by Frank Ban- 
croft's Rhode Island team. 


An interesting 
feature of these 


struggles to equal or better the Provi- 
dence mark is the fact that the Haiti- 
tuote and New York records were set 
tan years apart.

The judge thought he was pretty 


safe in complying with the request.

If I walk up to the second, the 


third, and the fourth, will you pardon 
those also?" 


The judge replied that he would ob- 


tain their pardon from the emperor. 
The bandit was satisfied, bent his 
head, received the mortal blow, and 
his head rolled down; but to the great 
surprise of the judge and the specta- 
tors, the body got up, walked alone, 
passed the first, second, third and 
fourth of the condemned men. and felt 
down. The occurrence was told to 
the emperor, who, according to prou* 
'se, pardoned the four criminals.
